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Sidney Gale care home rated inadequate’

SIDNEY Gale care home in Bridport has 
been rated overall as ‘inadequate’ by the 
Care Quality Commission, following in¬ 
spections in August in response to serious 
safeguarding allegations. 
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The home, which is run by Tricuro, was pre¬ 
viously rated as ‘requires improvement’, but 
inspectors found new shortfalls and seven 
breaches of the regulations. 

The CQC had not been notified of significant 
events, including allegations of abuse, as re¬ 
quired, which was a breach of the regulations. 

The report states that: “People told us they 
felt safe. However, people were not consistently 
kept safe following an allegation of abuse” and 
that: “Risks to some people were not consis¬ 
tently assessed or managed to keep them safe. 

“People particularly at risk were those people 
living with dementia, those with specialist 
diets and those people with complex mental 
health needs and behaviours”. 

Inspectors found that “sufficient information 
was not obtained for agency staff to make sure 
they were suitable and safe to work with people 
at the home” and “people’s rights were not pro¬ 
tected”. 


Findings show that the home was not well-led 
and there was not an “open and transparent” 
management culture at the home, as well as 
there not being a culture of sharing informa¬ 
tion and learning from incidents, concerns or 
allegations to inform changes. 

However, overall, people “received the care 
and support they needed and in ways they pre¬ 
ferred”, but, “their needs and preferences were 
not consistently assessed or planned for”. 

The staff were reported as being kind, caring 
and compassionate and those at the home knew 
most of the staff, were supported to make 
choices about their day-to-day lives, and staff 
respected their wishes. 

The report states: “The provider was very re¬ 
sponsive and took immediate action to ensure 
people’s safety once the shortfalls were identi¬ 
fied. 

“They acknowledged that their current qual¬ 
ity assurance monitoring systems and reviews

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New rules on dogs in public places 


MORE than 1,000 people have had 
their say about where and when 
dogs should be allowed in public 
places. 

West Dorset District Council has 
carefully considered the views of 
dog owners and the concerns of 
other residents who use public 
places such as parks and beaches.

The result is the new West Dorset 
Dog Related Public Spaces Protec¬ 
tion Order 2017, which will replace 
six existing orders. 

The new rules will came into ef¬ 
fect on Monday. Councillor Alan 
Thacker, Community Safety & Ac¬ 
cess Portfolio Holder for West 
Dorset District Council, said: “I 
would like to thank everyone who 
took the time and trouble to have 
their say to let the district council 
know how they thought public 


spaces should be managed. 

“We carefully looked at the re¬ 
sults, which were fairly evenly 
split between dog owners and non¬ 
dog owners. We have tried to 
strike a balance and have consid¬ 
ered the interests of all. We have 
taken a common sense approach 
which sees dogs largely welcomed 
in many areas but also prohibited 
from areas such as children’s play¬ 
grounds and some beaches in sum¬ 
mertime.”

First joint meeting for councils 
seeking to combine into two 
unitary authorities for Dorset 


LEADERS and councillors 
from six of the nine Dorset 
councils have met to begin 
cross-council discussions on 
the future of council services 
in Dorset. 

The Dorset Area Joint Com¬ 
mittee (DACJ) is made up of 
representatives from Dorset 
County Council, East Dorset 
District Council, North 
Dorset District Council, 
Purbeck District Council, 
West Dorset District Council 
and Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council. 

Of the six councils that are 
represented on the commit¬ 
tee, two of them, East Dorset 
District Council and Purbeck 
District Council, decided ear¬ 
lier this year not to support 
the ‘Future Dorset’ proposal 
which seeks to reduce the 
nine current councils in 
Dorset to two unitary author¬ 
ities. 

While they maintain they 
are not supportive of ‘Future 
Dorset’, they have agreed that 
having a place on this joint 
committee enables them to 


fully participate in discus¬ 
sions about the future of pub¬ 
lic services in Dorset. 

While all of Dorset’s coun¬ 
cils await a decision from 
central Government on ‘Fu¬ 
ture Dorset’, this joint com¬ 
mittee will look to find 
solutions to the shared chal¬ 
lenge that all councils face: to 
continue to deliver valued 
public services against a 
background of declining re¬ 
sources. 

During the meeting on Cllr 
Rebecca Knox, Leader of 
Dorset County Council, was 
elected as chairman of the 
committee, with Cllr An¬ 
thony Alford, Leader of West 
Dorset District Council, 
elected as vice-chairman. 

After the meeting Cllr Knox 
said: “Throughout the meet¬ 
ing, I was pleased to see the 
spirit of joint working from 
everyone. During our discus¬ 
sions and workshops we have 
identified some unique and 
exciting opportunities which 
I look forward to exploring at 
future meetings. 


“This is an ambitious pro¬ 
gramme which will require 
much hard work and commit¬ 
ment from members but if we 
work together, there is the 
possibility that we could cre¬ 
ate some really positive 
changes which could benefit 
our residents, partners and 
businesses of Dorset.” 

Prior to this first formal 
meeting taking place, mem¬ 
bers of the committee met 
during the summer and 
agreed the areas of greatest 
importance that their collab¬ 
orative work will be focussed 
on. 

Among the agenda items the 
committee discussed were 
plans to develop collaborative 
working arrangements and 
the future work of the com¬ 
mittee.

of their quality assurance and 
monitoring systems and im¬ 
plementing changes to iden¬ 
tify and address such short¬ 
falls in the future.” 

The home was rated ‘inade¬ 
quate’ for ‘is the service safe?’ 
and ‘is the service well-led?’ 
and ‘requires improvement’ 
for ‘is the service effective?’, 
‘is the service caring?’ and ‘is 
the service responsive?’ 

A spokesperson for Tricuro 
said: “The recent inspection 
report from CQC is extremely 
disappointing and it is really 
important that we learn from 
their findings. 

“The failures in the home 
primarily focus around the ap¬ 
plication of processes, record¬ 
ing and communication. 

“CQC found overall that peo¬ 
ple did receive the care and 
support they required and 
recognised that the staff were 
kind, caring and compassion¬ 
ate. 

“People are treated with dig¬ 
nity and respect; the care and 
support that our staff provide 
is not in question. 

“CQC have acknowledged 
Tricuro’s immediate response 
to remedying the shortfalls 
identified and we will con¬ 
tinue to review our processes. 

“We are pleased to announce 


the appointment of a new reg¬ 
istered manager who will 
focus on the areas of improve¬ 
ment and ensure that our sys¬ 
tems and processes are fully 
compliant with the inspection 
standards required. 

Ros Kayes, county council¬ 
lor for Bridport, said: “I un¬ 
derstand that there have been 
some unfortunate circum¬ 
stances leading to this assess¬ 
ment which in my opinion is 
harsh.

Gordon Ramsay joins 
Dorset cops on patrol

DORSET Police traffic officers are to 
feature in an ITV documentary focus¬ 
ing on the impact of the international 
cocaine industry and how law en¬ 
forcement is tackling the issue. 

The two-part programme due to air 
on Thursday, October 19th and Octo¬ 
ber 26th. 

According to ITV.com, 'Gordon 
Ramsay on Cocaine' shows Ramsay 
as viewers have never seen him be¬ 
fore, stripping away the veneer of co¬ 
caine's glamorous image to expose 
how, behind the powder many Brits 
consume as part of a night out, lies a 
trail of criminality, cruelty and death 
driving its global trade. 

Britain is the biggest consumer of 
cocaine in Europe and in Ramsay’s 
own business, the restaurant trade, it 
is rife. 

He has witnessed it wreck the ca¬ 
reers of colleagues and tragically he 
lost his close friend and chef protege 
to a cocaine overdose in 2003. 

Ramsay joined officers out on patrol 
for a special operation to tackle the 
issue of drug driving back in April, 
which resulted in the arrest of two 
drivers who tested positive at the 
roadside for having cocaine in their 
systems. 

Speaking during filming, Gordon 
Ramsay, said: "In just over three 
hours in Bournemouth on a random 
Thursday afternoon I'd witnessed two 
men nicked for drug driving and both 
of them on the school run. 

"I'm shocked and nervous, the fact 
that it's that prevalent, it is every¬ 
where, in broad daylight. I think it's 


the tip of the iceberg because it's 
clearly going on a lot more than we 
know." 

Police Constable David Cotterill, 
who Ramsay joined on patrol, said: 
"It is great that Gordon is raising the 
issue of drug driving to a national au¬ 
dience. We've been able to test 
drivers at the roadside for drugs 
since March 2015 and in the first six 
months of this year, 360 drug tests 
were completed in Dorset alone, with 
204 drivers being arrested after a pos¬ 


itive sample was given. " 

Driving under the influence of 
drugs can have devastating conse¬ 
quences and sadly, we've seen deaths 
on Dorset roads as a result of drivers 
having taken drugs.” 

Dorset Police is set to feature in the 
first part of the documentary which 
will air on Thursday, October 19th on 
ITV at 9pm. Members of the public

One of the UK's rarest plants set to make a return to Dorset

STARVED Wood-sedge may not be one of the 
most striking plants to look at, but it is famed 
for not only having been one of the UK's 
rarest plants, but also having made one of the 
most impressive comebacks. 

This shy plant of woodland glades was actu¬ 
ally feared extinct in the early 1980s, when 
the entire British population fell to just one 
plant. Another population reappeared in Sur¬ 
rey shortly after the great storm of 1986, and 
since then conservationists have worked tire¬ 
lessly to get the population back over 100 
plants. 

The final piece of this work is set to happen 
this October, when plants reared at Kew Gar¬ 
dens are to be re-introduced to their former 
site in Dorset. Starved Wood-sedge was last 


seen in Cranborne Chase in the 1920s, which 
only came to light when a specimen collected 
somewhere near Damerham was found in a 
university herbarium. 

This find became something of a holy grail 
to botanists who have combed the area over 
the last few decades looking for any live 
plants, but to no avail. 

Director at the Species Recovery Trust, Do¬ 
minic Price, said: "Despite our success with 
increasing the numbers of this plant in re¬ 
cent years it still remains at perilously low 
levels, and bringing it back to Dorset repre¬ 
sents a key step in saving the species in the 
long-term. It will still take a lot or work to en¬ 
sure this re-introduction works, but we are 
getting a lot better at looking after this 


species and are optimistic for success." 

Starved Wood-sedge is so named due to the 
few seeds it produces, although conversely 
these are actually the largest seed of any na¬ 
tive sedge. Its decline is tied in with the for¬ 
tune of our woodlands, which in the time of 
Thomas Hardy would have been hives of ac¬ 
tivity, with foresters, hurdle makers and var¬ 
ious woodlanders making a living from 
working these landscapes, which in turn 
would have ensured woodlands remained full 
of glades and open rides, full of woodland 
plants, butterflies and birds. Over the last 
century these groups of organisms have suf¬ 
fered catastrophic decline, as woodlands now 
tend to either be neglected, or commercially 
forested.

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Walk to school month 

A GENERATION ago, 70 per cent of us walked 
to school - now it’s less than half. 

Every October, International Walk to School 
Month sees school pupils from across the UK 
join forces with children in more than 40 coun¬ 
tries worldwide to celebrate the benefits of 
walking to school. 

Walking to school is a great way for children 
who live within a reasonable distance to get 
some daily exercise. 

Yet over the past 20 years, the percentage of 
children travelling to school by car has dou¬ 
bled. Almost 40 per cent of primary and 20 per 
cent of secondary school age children are now 
driven to school each day. Most of these jour¬ 
neys are less than two miles. 

By driving to school less frequently or not at 
all, parents and carers can help to make a real 
difference. 

Fewer cars outside schools mean less conges¬ 
tion and improved air quality as a result of re¬ 
duced vehicle exhaust emissions. 

Cllr Daryl Turner, Cabinet member for natu¬ 
ral and built environment, said: “Walking and 
cycling to school is a great way for our children 
to get the exercise they need everyday to keep 
healthy. 

“Walking helps build children’s confidence, 
as well as teaching them the rules of the road 
and how to walk safely. It can also help 
strengthen relationships with the friends they 
walk with.” 



A welcome review of Mental Health Act legislation 


Dorset Police and Crime Commisioner 
Martyn Underhill is the lead on mental health and 
custody, together with the PCC of Kent, Matthew Scott, 
for the Association of Police and Crime Commissioners. 
They have released a joint statement about the review 
of mental health legislation 


W ORLD Mental Health Day 
provides a timely opportu¬ 
nity to reflect on last 
week’s announcement that an in¬ 
dependent review of the Mental 
Health Act 1983 will be carried out. 

In making this announcement, 
the Prime Minister recognised 
that the Act as it currently stands 
is not fit for purpose. Many of its 
provisions have not been revisited 
since its passage almost 35 years 
ago. Since that time, extensive re¬ 
search and cross-partnership 
working has established an under¬ 
standing of best practice that cur¬ 
rently is not reflected in the 
legislation. 

The Prime Minister acknowl¬ 
edged the rise in detention rate for 
those experiencing mental ill- 
health. We’ve seen this trend re¬ 
peatedly in recent years, with the 
number of detentions in 2015/16 
increasing by 9 per cent compared 
to 2014/15, the highest number in 
a decade. 

This is clearly an area in need of 
examination and we welcome the 
Prime Minister’s commitment. 
However it is critical that we also 
continue to strive for improve¬ 
ment with regard to the practical 
aspects of this detention, namely 
where individuals are taken to as 
the designated ‘place of safety’. 

Earlier this year, a huge mile¬ 
stone was reached with the an¬ 


nouncement that it would become 
unlawful to use a police station as 
a place of safety for a person under 
18 years of age. It is easy to envis¬ 
age the hugely traumatic effect 
being detained in police custody 
would have on a young person in 
that situation. 

Unfortunately, mental health 
crises do not discriminate based 
on age, and we have expressed our 
concerns that police cells will con¬ 
tinue to be used as places of safety 
for adults. The police service, with 
support from partners and Police 
and Crime Commissioners, has 
made significant progress in re¬ 
ducing the number of times this 
occurs and the Government does 
specify that cells should only be 
used in “exceptional circum¬ 
stances”. But this does not go far 
enough. Detaining these individu¬ 
als in a police environment not 
only adds to their trauma, but 
places too much strain on front¬ 
line police officers, who are not in 
a position to offer them the requi¬ 
site care, and leads to the inappro¬ 
priate criminalisation of mental 
health. 

It is of course inevitable that po¬ 
lice officers will often be the first 
to come into contact with those in 
mental health crisis, perhaps 
through concern for welfare inci¬ 
dents or missing persons reports, 
so it is critical that they are able to

quickly divert the individuals to 
the correct service. Too often, we 
are seeing significant delays be¬ 
fore assessments are completed 
and an appropriate bed is found. 
This can leave police officers, who 
cannot legally keep the individual 
in custody without charge, with 
little choice but to release people 
at risk without receiving the nec¬ 
essary care. 

We hope that the review will 
delve into these issues, looking at 
the true impact of a detention in¬ 
crease. We are pleased to see that 
the review will also consider the 
reasons for disparity in detention 
numbers across different ethnic 
backgrounds. It is crucial that sup¬ 
port is available indiscriminately 
across our communities, and the 
root causes of any disproportion- 
ality are addressed. 

The areas of examination al¬ 
luded to in the Prime Minister’s 
speech are hugely important, but 


there are other aspects of the leg¬ 
islation that require reform. 

There are areas that require sim¬ 
plification. As a result of complex 
time related measures, individu¬ 
als who have removed themselves 
from a hospital or otherwise spec¬ 
ified location before a practitioner 
deems it safe to do so, present a 
challenge for those in a safeguard¬ 
ing role. Whether it is practition¬ 
ers or police officers, the 
legislation does not make clear 
how long professionals are legally 
empowered to return that individ¬ 
ual to the place of safety. 

Other areas can benefit from ex¬ 
isting work. Earlier this year, the 
College of Policing coordinated 
the production of a memorandum 
of understanding (MoU) around 
the use of restraint in mental 
health and learning disability set¬ 
tings. It aimed to better define the 
role of police in clinical settings, 
helping practitioners and officers 
to assess when police attendance 
is necessary and appropriate. At 
present, this remains a set of advi¬ 
sory guidelines set by professional 
bodies and the mental health char¬ 
ity Mind. We will continue to work 
to embed these recommendations 
and any changes to legislation 
should be shaped by best practice 
that is already established. 

In recent years, we have seen 
vast improvement in the field of 
mental health and policing. How¬ 
ever, there is still a long way to go 
and this review will be an impor¬ 
tant starting point for the next 
phase of development. We look for¬ 
ward to contributing to the project 
and taking every opportunity to 
raise our concerns in order to cre¬ 
ate a better service for the public.

Two shows look at the life of the hugely influential folk enigma 


NICK DRAKE may have only recorded 31 songs during his 
short life but - following his suicide at the age of 26 - his re¬ 
known as one of the most cherished folk singers of the early 
seventies has become firmly cemented in the minds of sub¬ 


sequent generations.

THE MAENSION is an interna¬ 
tional band based out of Holly¬ 
wood, CA and Naples, Italy, and 
they’ll be playing a hard-rocking 
live show at The Crown Inn, Brid¬ 
port this weekend. 

Mark Maension and his crew 
were all born and raised in differ¬ 
ent countries (USA, UK, Ger¬ 
many, Italy, Ukraine). Their 
international heritage is reflected 
in the reach of their global touring 
and creative approach to music, 
with their high production live 
show being a must-see to under¬ 
stand their enticing appeal. 

Back in 2015 The Maension took 
a very bold decision, they sold 
their cars, let go of their jobs and 
apartments in LA and hit the road 


for good. Embarking on their first 
World Tour (self-funded and self- 
booked) playing 126 shows in 12 
countries in 12 months, covering 
every state of mainland USA, 
Canada and 10 European coun¬ 
tries including UK and Germany.

The B-SUV market in Europe 


is expected to double to more 
than two million a year by 2020, 
based on 2016 figures. Kia ex¬ 
pects to sell 70,000 versions of 
Stonic in Europe in 2018, rising 
steadily to 100,000 a year. The 
UK will account for between 


8,000 and 10,000 sales a year. 

Stonic is based on the latest 
Rio supermini and is powered 
by high-efficiency, high-tech¬ 
nology petrol and diesel pow¬ 
ertrains from Rio and the cee'd 
family. It was designed in Eu¬ 


rope at the company's Frank¬ 
furt studios, with input from 
the main design centre at 
Namyang in Korea. Originally 
intended as a car solely for Eu¬ 
rope, it will now also be sold in 
Korea, such was the reception 
it got when shown there. 

In the UK there is a five-model 
line-up based on grade 2 and 
First Edition trim levels. All 
versions offer an extensive 
package of connectivity fea¬ 
tures, including links to An¬ 
droid Auto and Apple CarPlay 
via pre-downloaded smart¬ 
phone apps, while advanced 
electronic driver assistance sys¬ 
tems such as autonomous emer¬ 
gency braking, lane departure 
warning and automatic switch¬ 
ing between high and low head¬ 
light beams are available. 

T-GDi engine heads 
efficient powertrain line-up 

Three modern and efficient 
engines are available in 
Stonic, headed by Kia's little 
jewel, the 1.0-litre T-GDi (Tur¬ 


bocharged Gasoline Direct-in¬ 
jection) unit delivering 
118bhp. It lines up alongside a 
1.4-litre multi-point injection 
(MPi) naturally aspirated 
98bhp petrol engine and the 
108bhp 1.6-litre CRDi turbod¬ 
iesel from the cee'd range.
